DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
February 3, 2002 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 29 and 30 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. These 
claims recite applicant's elected invention. The examiner has rejoined the other claims. 
They have been examined and found to be obvious over the Baker reference. 
Examination of those claims does not require that the examiner identify all allowable 
subject matter. The claims are too broad for this to be practicable or required. The 
examiner has continued the examination until obvious subject matter was found in all of 
the claims except 29 and 30. As a courtesy to applicant, this action is not being made 
final. The examiner recommends that the subject matter found non-allowable in the 
previous action be deleted from the claims and that the claims be narrowed 
considerably if applicant wishes to have them examined in their entirety. If the Markush 
groups in the claims remain as disparate and as large as they currently are, a final 
action without complete examination of the claims is warranted where applicant's 
amendment requires further search and rejection over new references. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-5, 7, 15-18 and 26-28 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Baker et al., US 5,545,350 for the reasons of record in the previous 
office action. 



5. Claims 29 and 30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Reasons are of record in a 
previous office action. 



6. Applicant's arguments filed February 3, 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the compositions disclosed by Baker are 
dispersions rather than translucent or transparent compositions. This is correct, but it is 
not persuasive because dispersions can be translucent or transparent. While the Baker 
compositions may not inevitably be translucent or transparent, it appears that they can 
be, because compositions which meet applicant's recited percentages of ingredients 
can be made by following the teachings of the reference.
